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ROBBERS USED A CLAW 
HAMMER AND CLEAVER 

Police reveal they are treating savage assault as attempted murder

DETECTIVES hunting a gang who 
burst into a house in Harlow and 
attacked the two occupants with a 
meat cleaver and claw hammer 
said this week they were treating 
the incident as attempted murder. 

The victims, a father and son, 
suffered horrific injuries includ¬ 
ing deep cuts and a broken col¬ 
larbone during the attack 

Police said the pair were lucky to 
be alive. 

The level of violence was so 
severe that officers believe two of 
the assailants and the van in which 
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they arrived at the house in Tun- 
nmeade would have been covered 
in blood. 

Both the victims are now recov¬ 
ering at the home but are con¬ 
tinuing to receive hospital 
treatment. 

They were both sleeping when 
they were awoken by a knock at the 
front door shortly after 9pm on 


Wednesday, March 25. When the 
father, who is in his 50s, opened the 
door three people - two men and a 
woman - forced their way in and 
demanded he hand over cash. 

Cleaver 

There was a struggle during 
which he was struck with the meat 
cleaver, sustaining numerous deep 
wounds to his head, arms and 
legs. 

He was then forced to go upstairs 
and made to hand over £1,600 in £20 
notes. 

While they were upstairs the 
gang attacked the younger man, 
who is in his 20s, using the same

weapons, cutting him to the bone 
on his back and breaking his 
collarbone. 

All three then left the house and 
got into a white, first-generation 
Ford Transit Connect van parked 
in the road. 


However, CCTV footage shows 
they did not leave the scene until 
emergency service vehicles 
arrived at 9.20pm. 

The van was then driven along 
Momples Road and Howard Way 
before heading south towards 
Second Avenue. 

Police said this week it was 
extremely unlikely the attack was 
random and believe the victims 
may have been targeted for the 
cash kept at their home. 

Detective Constable Ryan Bur¬ 
gess, of Harlow CID, said: “This 
was a horrific attack. Both victims 
suffered horrendous injuries and

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New permit for 
visitors parking 
to be introduced 


Elderly and vulnerable residents set to benefit

A NEW permit is set to be introduced for 
elderly and vulnerable residents, who are 
currently forced to pay £1 a day for visitors 
to park at their homes. 

Earlier this year the North Essex Parking 
Partnership (NEPP) withdrew a visitor’s 
permit that could be used by multiple 
vehicles for an annual charge of £10. 

As a result residents living in permit-only 
zones were forced to apply for either a £30 
carer’s permit or a visitor’s permit, which 
could only be registered to one vehicle. Any 
other visitors were forced to purchase a £1 
per day permit from the Civic Centre. 

Dependent 

The issue has been debated in the Star’s letters pages, 
with one resident writing: “Recently widowed at the age of 
86 and unable to get out very much for health reasons, I am 
dependent on visitors at the cost of £1 per time and a carer 
whose permit costs £30 for one year plus £14.50 for a GP 
support letter,” one resident told the Star. 

Labour-run Harlow Council said the changes were 
rubber-stamped in 2011 under the previous Conservative- 
led administration. 

But now, following a meeting with the NEPP, the council 
has secured support for a “locally-focused approach” and 
a permit for up to three vehicles will be introduced. 

This permit will be available to elderly and vulnerable 
residents and will in addition to the carer’s permit. It is 
likely to cost between £20 and £30 per annum. 

Tony Durcan, Harlow Council’s portfolio holder for 


regeneration and enterprise, secured the decision following 
a meeting with NEPP. 

He said: “Since my time as the cabinet 
holder representative on the North Essex 
Parking Partnership board I have had to deal 
with numerous complaints from constitu¬ 
ents who support their elderly relatives in 
their homes across wards in Harlow regard¬ 
ing permits. I sought assurances that NEPP 
consider addressing this by way of a local 
perspective. 

Discretionary 

“At the North Essex Parking Partnership 
meeting on March 12 the committee dis¬ 
cussed the merits of the partnership dis¬ 
tricts being able to issue discretionary 
resident permits. I am pleased to confirm 
that I have secured NEPP support to address 
the issues with a more locally focused approach. 

“I would like to take the opportunity to express my 
thanks to staff who have been dealing with a number of 
individual cases whilst we have been attempting to find a 
j ' long-term solution. 

I “It was agreed that a limit of three discretionary 
permits per household would be issued each year in those 
partner authorities offering them, but not be automat¬ 
ically reviewed.”

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County releases figures for faulty street lights 


MORE than 130 of Harlow's street lights 
were reported as defective at the end of 
last month, according to new figures 
released by Essex County Council. 

Of the 9,005 street lights across the 
town which are the responsibility of 
Essex Highway, 138 (1.53 per cent) were 
faulty. 


That figure compares to 134 at the 
end of March last year. 

Across the county, 2,412 of the 127,022 
street lights owned and maintained by 
Essex County Council were defective. 

It is the first time the county council 
has published the figures. 

Paul Bird, director for commission¬ 


ing: transport and infrastructure, said: 
“Street light maintenance is a key pri¬ 
ority and regular inspections take 
place to ensure the network is working 
to aid public safety. 

“Our aim is to keep the percentage of 
defective street lights to below two per 
cent of total stock.”

are lucky to be alive. 

“They suffered considerable 
blood loss, meaning that the two 
male suspects who carried out the 
violence and the van are likely to 
be covered in blood.” 

It has also been revealed that 
one of the male attackers was 
struck on the head during the 
struggle and may have suffered 
swelling or some blood loss him¬ 
self. 

DC Burgess added: “Thankfully 
violent crimes such as this are 
extremely rare. However, we are 
keen to catch those responsible as 
soon as possible. 

“If anyone knows anything, 
please come forward to us so we 
can arrest these people and 
remove them from our streets.” 

All three attackers are 
described as white and spoke with 
local accents. 

The woman is described as aged 
18-22, 5ft 2ins tall and slim with 
long, light-coloured hair. She was 
wearing a light coloured jacket, 
dark or black leggings and white 
or light-coloured footwear. 

CCTV footage shows her 
smoking a cigarette when she got 
back into the van via the pas¬ 
senger side. 

One of the men was aged in his 
thirties, about 5ft 8ins tall and of 
medium build. He was balding or 
had short shaved hair and wore a 
dark top. The second was also 
about 5ft 8ins tall, of medium 
build and wore a white top. 

The CCTV footage shows the 
van had no identifying marks 
such as sign writing or roof bars.

Family cat’s leg was shattered by the pellet

A HEARTBROKEN couple are mourn¬ 
ing the death of their pet cat which had 
to be put down after it was shot with an 
air rifle. 

Sue Bovingdon, 51, of Perry Spring, 
Harlow, said she was “devastated” 
because the cat, called Lester, was the 
second she had lost in similar circum¬ 
stances. 

She previously had to have a kitten 
put down after it was shot, while two 
other cats she has owned have also been 
hit by air rifle pellets. 

Lester was severely injured when a 
pellet went into his leg. Mrs Bovingdon 
and husband Chris were unable to 
afford the £700 vet bill and so had to have 
him put to sleep. 

Mrs Bovingdon said: “I’m devastated 
now. We haven’t got any children and 
our cats are everything to us but they 
keep being shot. 

“There are so many people round 
here who are saying their cats are van¬ 
ishing, possibly because of shootings. 
It’s hard to see any wound from an air 
rifle pellet and the cat will suddenly 
die.” 

Cruel 

She added: “My neighbour lost her 
cat too through a shooting. It is a vile 
and cruel act that needs to be 
stopped.” 

Mrs Bovingdon has contacted the 
police to report the shootings and said 
the issue was being taken “very ser¬ 
iously”. 

Lester, described as a “fit and healthy 
cat”, returned home on April 4 unable to 
walk properly. An x-ray image showed 
his leg was shattered as a result of the 
shooting and he was put down two days 
later. 

Lester’s death follows the shootings 
of three of Mrs Bovingdon’s other cats, 
with one-year-old kitten Albie having to 
be put down in November 2013 after a 
hole was discovered in his belly. 

The couple assumed six-year-old cat 
Flo had been injured in a fight after she 
“wasn’t herself” earlier this year, but 
after taking her to the vet a rifle pellet 
was discovered. Fortunately it was not 
fatal and Flo is now recovering from her 
ordeal.

Mr Bovingdon added: “We have 
another cat, Wilma, but we’re keeping 
her inside now. All three of our remain¬ 
ing cats are very nervous and Wilma 
has been excessively skittish. 

“Companion Care Vets have been 
brilliant and have done an x-ray free of 
charge so that we have evidence to show 
the police.” 

An RSPCA spokesman said: “Any 
increase in reports of animals being 
targeted with air rifles is a worry. We 
have handled countless cases through 
the years of people who think it is 
acceptable to shoot defenceless pets in

this manner. 

“The law is quite clear though. 
Someone convicted of causing unne¬ 
cessary suffering to an animal can face 
a court appearance with a potential 
sentence of up to six months in prison 
and/or a fine of up to £20,000. 

“We’d urge anyone with information 
about such instances to contact the 
RSPCA’s 24-hour number 0300 1234 
999.” 


POLICE have been targeting 
speeding drivers in Harlow this 
week as part of a Europe-wide 
crackdown on motorists who 
flout the law. 

Up to 80 officers from Essex 
Police’s casualty reduction 
team have been at various 
locations around the county as 
part of the European Traffic 
Police Network (TISPOL) 
operation, which sees forces 
across the continent work 
together. 

TISPOL is an organisation 
that allows traffic police across 
the continent to work together 
to reduce the number of deaths, 
serious injury and crime on the 
roads. 

All this week forces across 
Europe are focusing on 
targeting speeding motorists. 
Harlow is one of the locations 
in Essex where officers have 
been targeting speeders as part 
of the crackdown, with the 
operation ending on Sunday. 

Patrolling 

Two officers patrolling the 
county’s roads were Special 
Constables David Thomas and 
Keith Smith. Both men work as 
volunteers and have a 
combined 25 years of 
experience. 

Mr Smith said: “We’re about 
education and preventing 
casualties, not about how many 
people we can fine. We’re not a 
cash cow. 

“We are here to hopefully 
stop someone being injured. 
The overall aim of any police 
officer is the same, to preserve 
life and property. We’re just 
specialised in traffic.” 

Adam Pipe, manager of 
Essex Police’s Casualty 
Reduction Section, said: 
“Speeding costs lives, there is 
absolutely no doubt of that. 

“Road safety remains a 
priority for Essex Police and 
their partners within the Safer 
Essex Roads Partnership. 

“However it is great to join 
forces with our police 
colleagues across Europe to not 
only target those breaking the 
law but to raise awareness 
amongst motorists.”

Playing with 
livelihoods 

SIR With reference to the recent 
letter from Clare Harrison (“Too 
few jobs to go round”, March 19), 
I completely agree with her 
views and fully appreciate the 
worry and concerns she is 
experiencing regarding local 
employment. 

What many local workers are 


experiencing is due to the failure 
over the past 20 years of 
government and local councils to 
fully appreciate our town’s 
diversity of the very professional 
and skilled workforces we have 
had, and still have, to encourage 
the larger employers and 
corporations to our town. 

Harlow has been engineered to 
become a predominantly service 
sector provider, which is fine in 
buoyant markets but which in a 
recession is destabilising and 
disastrous to local communities.

Figures from 2010 for Harlow 
show the service sector 
providing 59.7 per cent of our 
town’s workforce and 22.6 per 
cent working in the public sector, 
leaving only 17.6 per cent 
working in the manufacturing 
and building sectors. 

In a letter to the Star last year 
I pointed out that from the new 
£50m investment in the 
Enterprise Zone, not one job 
could be guaranteed to our local 
workforce. 

While governments and 
councils are taking little or no 
responsibility for the livelihoods 
of local people to build strong 
communities and genuinely 
balanced societies that we would 
all like to be part of, it seems we 
will all be players in the 


employment world of musical 
chairs, with lifetimes of financial 
peaks and troughs.

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Housing group 
unveils its plan 
for ‘Angle’ site 

Flats to replace The Square music venue

PLANS for the redevelopment of a 
prominent site on the edge of Har¬ 
low town centre have been 
unveiled. 

Circle Housing Group revealed 
its proposals for The Angle devel¬ 
opment, incorporating the YWCA 
tower block and The Square 
music venue in Fourth Avenue, at 
an invite-only event held at the 
Gibberd Gallery on Thursday. 

The housing scheme features a 
mixture of one, two and three- 
bedroom flats. 

Under the plans the YWCA 
building, which has been stand¬ 
ing empty for a number of years, 
will be retained and refurbished 
while The Square will be demol¬ 
ished. 

Last week SquareOne Enter¬ 
tainment, which manages The 
Square, confirmed it would close 
by the end of this year but added it 
was currently assessing the feas¬ 
ibility of moving to a new site that 
appeared to present a very excit¬ 
ing opportunity to “relocate, 
revamp and reinvigorate” the 
venue. 

Around 60 people - mainly res¬ 
idents but also representatives 
from the Harlow Civic Society, 
Harlow Arts Trust and 
SquareOne Entertainment 
attended the preview event. 

Afterwards a spokeswoman for 


Circle Housing Group said the 
proposals had overall received a 
positive response. 

“Concerns were expressed 
about car parking provision in the 
new scheme, but we allayed these 
by explaining about the adjoining 
and undercroft parking provision 
allowed for in the design. 

“The other main concern 
raised was about the future of The 
Square. We dealt with these con¬ 
cerns by explaining the approach 
we have taken and showed people 
copies of the statement on The 
Square’s Facebook page.” 


She said representatives for 
SquareOne Entertainment were 
also present had offered to diso- 
cuss and offering to discuss any 
ongoing issues directly with those 
concerned. 

“We felt that it was a very pos¬ 
itive session and the feedback 
from residents was extremely use¬ 
ful,” she added. “We’re very grate¬ 
ful for their input.” 

A planning application will be 
submitted to Harlow Council at 
the end of this month. It is expec¬ 
ted a decision will be made by 
mid-August.

They used one hose reel to 
extinguish the fire, which is 
believed to have started in a 
bedroom, and then a high 
pressure fan to ventilate to 
building.

Concern grows for safety of 24-year-old

MISSING student Karen Buckley 
previously worked at Harlow's 
Princess Alexandra Hospital it 
emerged yesterday (Wednesday). 

Miss Buckley, now a student in 
Glasgow, has not been seen since 
Sunday and has become the 
centre of a national police and 
media search. 

She was last seen leaving the 
popular student Glasgow night¬ 
club Sanctuary in the early hours 
of Sunday morning to go to a 
man’s flat where she is said to 
have spent several hours. 

Police Scotland are searching a 
nearby park where her handbag 
was found on Tuesday. 

The 24-year-old, who is origin¬ 
ally from Cork in Ireland, recently 
worked as a nurse at PAH but is 
currently a first-year occupation¬ 
al therapy student at Glasgow 
Caledonian University. 

Jim Kerr, detective superin¬ 
tendent at Police Scotland, said at 
a press conference yesterday: “We

are gravely concerned for Karen’s 
safety. 

“On Tuesday we appealed for a 
man she was seen with on CCTV 
walking along Dumbarton Road 
after she left the club. We have 
traced him and I must stress that 
at this time he is not a suspect. 
From what we can see she does 
not appear under duress; there is 
no sign of struggle or reluctance 


on her part to leave the club, 
however, again that does not 
mean that nothing untoward has 
happened to her.” 

DS Kerr continued: “We know 
she left the club with her handbag 
- which has been found - but left 
her coat behind and so far has not 
returned to pick it up. 

“Why she left so suddenly 
without telling her friends we just 
don’t know. It was very much out 
of character; she is usually very 
good at keeping in touch with 
pals.” 

He added: “Karen is a lovely 
girl, close to her family and pop¬ 
ular with her friends. She has 
only been in Glasgow a few 
months, and if staying out will 
always let her friends know - 
hence the real concern here.” 

Posting to the Spotted in Har¬ 
low Facebook page, one user said: 
“Karen was a nurse at PAH in 
Harlow and left recently to go up 
to Scotland to study. 

“She has lots of friends in Har¬ 
low who are very concerned for 
her safety.”

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New training service 
to raise awareness of 
sensory impairment 

A NEW service to tackle the loneliness and isol¬ 
ation experienced by people suffering from the 
loss of their hearing or sight is being launched in 
Harlow. 

Latest figures estimate that by 2020 there will be 
more than 200,000 people living with some form of 
sensory impairment in Essex, the largest pop¬ 
ulation of any county in the UK. 

As a result, Essex Cares - which works with 
local authorities and health partners to provide 
social care services - is now running sensory 
awareness training for businesses and organ¬ 
isations to help their employees communicate 
with people affected by sensory impairments and 
develop an understanding of the conditions. 

Three trainers who are all living with an 
impairment themselves will deliver the new ser¬ 
vice, using their experience to provide support 
across the county. 

Equipped 

Service manager Faye Gatenby said: “The 
county already has one of the highest populations 
of people with sensory impairments across the UK 
but as it continues to increase with an ageing 
population it’s really important organisations are 
equipped and confident enough to communicate 
with every single member of the community, 
irrespective of the impairment they may have.” 

Although the training is of particular benefit to 
people working in healthcare settings such as GP 
surgeries and hospitals, it is also suitable for 
businesses looking to improve customer service 
expertise, including supermarkets, banks and 
high street retailers. 

“The fact that the training is delivered by people 
who live with these impairments on a daily basis 
is our unique selling point, because you can 
experience it first-hand and practice the com¬ 
munication skills we’re teaching.” 

Essex Cares runs the Hub@Harlow centre in 
Pyenest Road which supports adults with learn¬ 
ing, physical, sensory and mental needs to remain 
active in the community.

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Candidates quizzed on 
policies and promises

ALL seven of Harlow’s parliamentary 
hopefuls shared a stage for a lively 90- 
minute election debate. 

St Paul’s Church in the town centre 
was filled for Thursday’s hustings meet¬ 
ing which was organised by Heart4Har- 
low and chaired by town chaplain Rev 
Robert Findlay. 

The candidates — Robert Halfon (Con¬ 
servative), Suzy Stride (Labour), Geoff 
Seeff (Liberal Democrat), Sam Stopple- 
camp (Ukip), Murray Sackwild (Green), 
Eddy Butler (English Democrats) and 
Dave Brown (TUSC) - were given a 
minute each to introduce themselves to 
the audience before answering a series of 
pre-submitted questions. 

They were then allowed a further 
minute to sum up their campaigns. 

During the course of the evening the 
candidates were cheered, heckled and 
booed as they set out the reasons why 
they believed they should be chosen to 
represent the town in the House of Com¬ 
mons after May 7. 

Robert Halfon, who is fighting to retain 
the seat for the Conservatives, cham¬ 
pioned his party’s record on the economy, 
citing figures that showed a cut in the 
deficit and greater employment. 

“The government cut the deficit by half 
and the best way out of poverty is to 
create jobs,” he said, speaking positively 
about Conservative plans to increase 
apprenticeship schemes. 

Miss Stride criticised Mr Halfon’s vot¬ 
ing record in the House of Commons 
which she described as “appalling” and 
said: “A stronger economy comes from 
tackling the cost of living crisis.” 

Spending 

She also outlined Labour’s plans to 
support the NHS, claimed the Conser¬ 
vatives would cut spending on health 
care and questioned Mr Halfon’s state¬ 
ment that he would never support privat¬ 
isation. 

Liberal Democrat Geoff Seeff used the 
question about the NHS to address his 
party’s promise to invest £2.5bn in men¬ 
tal health services. 

He caused a stir among the audience 
when he said he was “proud” of his 
party’s contribution in the coalition gov¬ 
ernment and concluded: “Look left, look 
right and vote Liberal Democrat.” 

Ukip candidate Sam Stopplecamp 
introduced himself as a life-long Briton 
and explained his accent was a result of 
growing up within an American com¬ 
munity and attending an American 
school. 

He said his NHS was one of the key 
policies which required a “common 
sense” solution, supported Britain’s 
withdrawl from the European Union and 
added he would like to see 750,000 new 
homes built in five years. 

Murray Sackwild promoted the Green 
Party’s anti-austerity agenda. He criti¬ 
cised zero hour contracts and said the 
party would not be making any cuts, 
arguing that only the wealthiest would 
benefit under a Conservative govern¬ 
ment. 

The issue of immigration was 
addressed by English Democrat Eddy 
Butler, who divided opinion by claiming 
no new houses would be needed if there 
was a crackdown on the number of people 
being allowed into the country. 

TUSC candidate Dave Brown called for 
the minimum wage to be increased to £10 
and said he would take this as his salary 
if he was elected as MP. 


COMEDIAN and Labour Party supporter 
Eddie Izzard was in Harlow on Friday to 
support the campaign of parliamentary 
candidate Suzy Stride. 

Mr Izzard met Miss Stride and her 
supporters in the town centre to back her 
election campaign before heading to The 
Square where he announced his own 
intention to run as an MP at the next 
election in 2020. 

“It’s good to be back in Harlow and it’s 
great to have The Square,” he told the 
crowd. “ I have played some of the toughest 
gigs of my life here; it is a venue that has the 
feel of Harlow.” 

Urging voters to support Miss Stride, he 
said: “I believe in fairness and that is why 
I’m a member of the Labour Party. I am 
doing well now and I want everyone to be 
doing as well. The NHS is not safe in Tory 
hands. 

“Suzy has energy and a passion for the 
people of Harlow.” 

Miss Stride said: “Eddie is here today 
because he knows that Harlow deserves a 
better deal. Harlow deserves re-generation, 
investment, a better NHS and the housing it 
needs. He knows that is only going to

Questioned about the Conservatives’ 
plans to introduce thousands of new 
apprenticeships if they win the election, Mr 
Duncan Smith said: “Apprenticeships are 
vital.

I am a 52-year-old father who lives in 
Loughton and often visits Harlow for 
shopping, leisure and work. 

What marks the English Democrats 
out from all the other parties is that 
we favour the creation of an English 
Parliament. England is the poor 
relation in the UK. 

This issue is likely to because of 
increasing importance with more and 
more resources poured into Scotland 
and Wales at our expense. England has 
no voice to correct that imbalance. 

I think it is a disgrace that visitors 
and patients have to pay to park at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. In 
Scotland, patients do not have to pay 
to park in hospital car parks. 

We are also totally opposed to 
membership of the European Union 
and desire that we regain our freedom. 

I am totally opposed to any new 
large-scale housing developments in 
the Harlow area. These developments 
will only put extra pressure on the 
existing infrastructure - on the roads, 
the water supply, sewage, schools and 
health services.

We must build on this 
tradition to provide well-paid secure 
jobs, not minimum wage service jobs 
and zero-hour contract jobs.

A COUPLE of weeks ago we 
printed this photo of Mark Hall 
School’s sixth form rugby team 
taken during a tour of south 
Wales in the 1970s and asked if 
anyone could identify the 
players in the line-up. One of 
them is Howard Beaumont, 
who got in touch with a 
detailed response in which he 
not only names many of the 
team but also recalls the time. 
Here is what he has to say: 

I am bottom right in the 
picture. I can still name 
of the players from this 
team although some were from 
the year above me. 

It was a great time and I 
treasure those memories. Mr 
Price (he will always be Mr 
Price to me and many others) 
was key to our rugby success as 
a technical teacher (did he 
mention we beat all the Welsh 
teams on our tour?). I applaud 
his tenacity and hope it bears 
fruit. He has a mountain to 
climb. 

Back in the ’70s the ethic was 
different, the government took 
a more rounded view of 
education. We never paid for 
transport or after school clubs 
and teachers used to give up 
their time freely. Our parents 
rarely supported us physically 
in any other way than washing 
our kit (they were too busy 



earning a crust) but they knew 
the importance of belonging to 
something and encouraged us 
to do the same by kicking us 
out the door on a Saturday 
morning to walk to the bus. 

The will to win was bred into 
us at an early age academically 
and physically. 

We competed in houses at my 
primary school and by the age 
of nine we were proud to 
represent it outside on the 
football pitch, in the swimming 
pool or on the netball and 
hockey pitches, knowing that 
the rest of the school was 
behind us. 

We couldn’t get enough sport: 
if we weren’t playing for the 
school we were playing at the 
park. We used to organise 
football, cricket and rounders 


games in the school holidays 
with other estates off our own 
bat. 

I remember walking all the 
way down the main road from 
Old Harlow to the rec at 
Sheering on a couple of 
occasions. Some of our team 
members had walked from 
Ladyshot. 

We played sport all summer 
thanks to the free play scheme 
and although I’m sure they 
worried, our parents were not 
terrified and cloistering like 
the parents of today, 
indoctrinated as they are by the 
climate of fear pedalled by the 
media and government. 

In short, the government 
used inclusiveness not division 
as a social control mechanism 
and that is what people like Mr

Doctors would tell me 
that it was in my head 

Alieshia hopes to raise awareness of Ehlers-Danlos Syndrome

WHEN Alieshia Cross learned that one of her good 
friends Ruth was in hospital, she felt compelled to 
act. 

Alieshia, from Harlow, and Ruth both suffer from 
Ehlers-Danlos Syndrome, EDS is a genetic con¬ 
nective tissue condition that can affect the body’s 
joints, tendons, ligaments, blood vessels, organs and 
bones. 

Alieshia has started a social media campaign 
using the hashtag RuthLives to raise awareness of 
the condition and raise money for Ehlers Danlos 
Support UK. 

“I have a lot of hypermobile joints,” Alieshia 
explained, “So that means my joints move further 
than they should and I dislocate my joints really 
easily. 

“Last month I was just brushing my teeth and I 
completely dislocated my jaw. And I have a lot of 
internal involvement with my EDS as well so it 
affects my bladder and my bowels. 

“It also affects my heart rate as wel as I have an 
associated syndrome called POTS that Ruth also has 
as well. 

“POTS is a syndrome that causes your heart rate 
to increase by 30 beats or more when you stand up so 
when I’m sitting or standing my heart beats like 
crazy so in my testing it showed that my heart was 
beating at 173 beats per minute just sitting down in 
the car. 

“It makes you really breathless and you get lots of 
horrible symptoms with that as well.” Cognitive 
behaviour therapist Alieshia, 31, who lives in Sum¬ 
ners with her husband Barry, was only diagnosed 
with the condition in September 2014 and says this 
is because of a lack of understanding of the con¬ 
dition and it’s symptoms. 

“I only got diagnosed last September but I had lots 
of different diagnoses,” she said. 

“Initially I was diagnosed with IBS (irritable 
bowel syndrome) as well as lots of other things. Lots 
of doctors tried to tell me it was anxiety and it was 
all in my head. 

Ironic 

“They tried to send me for therapy all sorts of 
things which is ironic because I’m actually a CBT 
therapist myself so I was pretty sure it wasn’t all in 
my head. 

“So I’m relatively newly diagnosed but I’ve had 
problems since birth. I was born with bowel prob¬ 
lems so I’ve had problems all of my life.” 

Lara Bloom, Chief Operations Officer at the char¬ 
ity EDS UK which support patients with the con¬ 
dition, explained: “EDS can affect everyone in a 
similar way but they can present in different ways. 
The main symptoms you see are chronic pain, 
fatigue, gastrointestinal and autonomic issues.” 

There are six different types of the condition and 
quite a few of them reside in the rare disease world 
where the condition affects one in 25-35,000 people. 

“There’s the life-limiting types such as vascular 
and the life expectancy for that is anywhere between 
30 and 40 years old,” said Ms Bloom. “We do have 
patients that are living longer than that and passing 
away younger. 

“The hypermobility type, which is the most pre¬ 
valent at the moment is said to affect one in 5,000 
people but clinical studies show us that actually it’s 
much more prevalent than that and it could be as 
common as one in 1,000 people but people are 
massively missed and under-diagnosed because it’s 
so multi-systemic. If you got to the doctor and you 
have pains in your knees, or your joints and you’re 
also a bit dizzy when you stand up or you have IBS as 
well, a doctor rarely puts that picture ah together.” 

The condition is caused by a defect in the body’s 
collagen but only in rare versions of EDS is it known 
what causes this defect. 

Ms Bloom explained: “We know what that defect is 
for the rare types but we have yet to discover what 
the defect is in the most prevalent type which makes 
that diagnosis so much harder. So it’s not as simple 
as going to have a skin sample or a blood test. It is 
reliant on the doctor’s knowledge and awareness of 
the condition and that’s what’s lacking and that’s 
what we’re trying to do.” 

When Ruth was taken in hospital classically 
trained singer Alieshia, who sometimes uses a 
wheelchair to get around, asked her for the name of

EDS fact file 


■ EDS is a genetic connective tissue 
condition that is a multi-systemic 
syndrome. 

■ Vascular EDS is a distinct type of EDS 
caused by faulty collagen III. 

■ It is a rare condition and therefore many 
health professionals will not have seen 
someone with this diagnosis. 

■ People with EDS have a tendency to 
bruise very easily because the blood 
vessels are more fragile 

■ Some of the symptoms of EDS are fragile

her favourite song. Alieshia has since recorded I 
Live by One Republic. 

“I want to respect Ruth’s privacy so I don’t want to 
say too much,” Alieshia explained. “She is in hos¬ 
pital at the moment and has been for quite a while. 
That’s why I wanted to start the Ruth Lives cam¬ 
paign because I just was chatting to her and I said, 
‘I’d love to record a song for you, what’s your 
favourite song?’ and she told me. 

Awareness 

“Then I thought well if I’m going to record this 
song for Ruth and put it on YouTube I might as well 
raise awareness for EDS as well because that’s the 
best way I can help her. 

“She told me her favourite song was I live by One 
Republic and I must admit I wasn’t that familiar 
with the song so I stayed up and learned it in 12 
hours.” 

The condition is regularly misdiagnosed like in 
Alieshia’s case and Ms Bloom says this is having a 


massive impact on patient’s quality of life. 

She said: “There’s a really vast spectrum; there’s 
people walking around and dare I say it, can be just 
a bit bendy and they get a bit tired now and then but 
there’s also the other end of the spectrum where 
people are TPN fed and bed-bound, in wheelchairs 
and really very severely ill. 

“And then there’s people that kind sit in the 
middle but their life is really affected by this and 
awareness is key in delivering that message because 
people aren’t getting the physiotherapy they need, 
the treatment they need.” 

She added: “It is a genetic condition and the 
symptoms can be there from birth though some¬ 
times it doesn’t present itself till later. 

Clues 

“But there are signs and clues there. 

“If we get these people mobile and active and 
getting their muscles doing the things their tissues 
can’t you’re going to have a very different exper¬ 
ience growing up with this condition. 

“We’ve got people being diagnosed in their 30s, 40s 
and 50s and it’s too late. You’ve got a de-conditioned 
body that’s absolute agony to live with and it’s too 
painful to be able to fix the problems that are there 
and that’s just not good enough.” 

So what does the future hold for Alieshia? She is 
hoping to go back to work and continue to raise 
awareness of the condition. 

“It’s the only way I can a life before I had it I was 
housebound so since I’ve got my diagnosis now 
doctors realise it’s not in my head I’ve been given a 
wheelchair so I can actually go out I have to have 
somebody push me because I can self-propel but I 
can go to the shops and I can see the outside world. I 
can go places with my husband. 

“I have done my joints a lot of damage where I’ve 
been told by doctors to just push through the pain 
because I didn’t have the right diagnosis so I have 
done a lot of damage but I hope to get back to work 
one day as a CBT because that’s my passion but I’m 
too poorly at the moment so I’m having hyper- 
mobility physiotherapy at the moment and that’s 
going well.”

Recycling project now part of the furniture 


A VICTORIAN chaise longue, 583 
coffee filters and a plaster waiter 
called Dave are among the items 
donated to a furniture recycling 
project. 

However, as it approaches its 
second anniversary, there is far 
more to Epping Forest Reuse than 
second-hand furniture. 

Its chief aims are to prevent 
items from going to landfill and to 
help those in need. Although 
aimed primarily at people living 
in Waltham Abbey, Nazeing, Roy- 
don and Harlow, anyone can 
donate or buy with discounts for 
those on income-based benefits. 

Project manager Michael Kush- 
in cited the example of one man 
who had been homeless and living 


on the streets for two years when 
he was given custody of his chil¬ 
dren. He secured accommodation 
in a council flat and was given a 
£50 voucher for furnishings. 

“We filled a van with a fridge, a 
cooker, a TV - everything he 
needed for his kids,” said Mr 
Kushin. “I feel like I am really 
helping people” 

The project also benefits volun¬ 
teers, helping them to build con¬ 
fidence in a working 
environment. 

Donations are often upcycled, 
given some attention to create 
something new with some added 
decoration or renovation. 

“It’s a chance for people to dis¬ 
cover their artistic side, said Mr 


Kushin. “It’s amazing what can be 
achieved.” 

When the group received a 
donation of unused paint, volun¬ 
teers created an advert on the pro¬ 
ject’s building in Bower Hill, 
Epping, while a consignment of 
500 roof tiles was used as hard core 
for a ramp to improve access. 

Among some of the stranger 
donations have been a plaster 
waiter and four sets of pink ward¬ 
robes. One of the most popular 
items with customers are tea ser¬ 
vices. 

Mr Kushin added: “We are more 
than just a second-hand furniture 
shop.”

Memoirs paint a 
picture of life as 
a WW2 evacuee 

Chance meeting sparked Jim’s love of art

AN artist from Old Harlow who was 
evacuated from London during the 
Second World War has written about 
his experiences. 

Jim Peel, 83, has put down on paper 
his memories of the time when, as a 
young boy, he was moved away from 
Hackney to live in Sawbridgeworth. 

Mr Peel, of Priory Avenue, was eight 
years old when he was evacuated from 
the East End. In the 40 pages of Jimmy 
Peel: Evacuated 1939 -1945 he presents 
a vivid and affectionate account of his 
new life living with ‘Granny Turner’ 
in Station Road. 

His memories of that period are a 
colourful description of life in the 
countryside, going camping with the 
Scouts at High Wych, performing in a 
pantomime and encounters with 
ghosts. 

During his time as an evacuee he 
took on a Saturday job as a gardener 
and a chance meeting with Anthony 
Devas, a renowned landscape and por¬ 
trait artist, sparked his interest in 
painting which was to have a major 
and long-lasting impact on his life. 

“I met him floating around in the 
gardens and I was fascinated from day 
one,” said Mr Peel,” who in his book 
describes how the artist painted his 
portrait, sitting him on the sideboard 
and setting up a ladies’ dressing mir¬ 
ror so that he could watch him at 
work. 

Devas’ portrait of Mr Peel was exhib¬ 
ited in London and was published in 
the The Listener magazine in October 
1941. It now graces the front cover of 
Mr Peel’s book. 

After the war Mr Peel returned to 
school in London but moved back to 
Harlow duringthe early years of the 
new town. 

After working for the police, he took 
a part-time handyman position at the 
former Brays Grove School following 



his retirement in 1968. However, he 
never lost his love of painting. 

He has been running his weekly Art 
A Peel class at St John’s Arts and 
Recreation Centre, in St John’s Walk 
off Market Street, since 1994. 

“I’ve been teaching watercolours 
and drawing for about 20 years there 
now,” he said. “All these lovely people 
come along and let me tell them what to 
do. We then have two exhibitions a 
year.” 

The next exhibition opens at the 
ARC on Tuesday (April 21) and runs 
until to Friday, May 1. 

Meanwhile, Mr Peel will be on hand 
to chat about the memoirs and sign 
copies of his illustrated memoirs on 
Sunday afternoon from 2.30-5pm. Cop¬ 
ies of Jimmy Peel: Evacuated 1939-1945 
are available from the ARC.

Boy’s dinosaur discovery 



WHEN a five-year-old boy 
went on a fossil hunting trip 
with his dad in the 
American town of 
Mansfield, little did they 
know they were about to 
create headline news 
around the world. 

For as the pair started 
digging in the dirt on a 
piece of land behind a 
shopping centre, they 
discovered what experts 
believe are the rare 100 
million-year-old remains of 
a pony-sized dinosaur called 
a Nodosaur. 

Zookeeper Tim Brys had 
taken his son, Wiley, to the 
site in the state of Texas 
because he hoped to find

some fish fossils. “We 
commonly go collecting 
fossils as something we can 
do together to be outside,” 
said Mr Brys. “Wiley enjoys 
coming with me on my 
trips.” 

After digging around in 
the dirt and finding a few 
small fossils, Wiley made a 
far more astonishing 
discovery. “He walked up 
ahead of me and found a 
piece of bone,” Mr Brys told 
the local newspaper. “It was 
a pretty good size and I 
knew it was something 
interesting.” 

According to scientists at 
Southern Methodist 
University, what Wiley had 
found were rare dinosaur 
bones which they estimated 
dated back 100 million 
years. 

Mr Brys and Wiley made 
their discovery in 
September last year but it is 
only now that permission 
has been given for the bones 
to be excavated. 

“My dad told me it was a 
turtle,” Wiley told 
reporters, “but now he’s 
telling me it’s a dinosaur.”

You don't have to spend a fortune to have a beautiful garden, says thrifty 
tips on how to create a garden on a budget 


Growing 
your own 
tomatoes 



If you’re growing outdoor 
tomatoes from seed, sow a 
few seeds on a sunny 
windowsill now to give yourself 
a head start. 

If you only want a few 
plants, sow a couple of seeds 
in each 8cm (3in) pots of 
compost on a sunny 
windowsill, removing the 
weaker seedling after 
germination, which takes 
about a fortnight. Keep them 
moist but not wet at about 18C 
(65 F). 

Plant out into growing bags, 
pots or border soil when the 
seedlings are 15-20cm (6-8in) 
tall and the flowers of the first 
truss are beginning to open. 
Water the pot before planting 
out and ensure the top of the 
soil ball is below the soil 
surface. 

Tomatoes, it has to be said, 
are high maintenance plants, 
requiring consistent watering 
and protection from frost, often 
being ruined by blight. 

Jobs for

■ As fresh shoots appear on 
herbaceous perennials, stake 
them early with pea sticks and 
small branches to lessen the 
chance of damage. 

■ Ventilate cold frames and 
greenhouses on sunny days to 
encourage sturdy plant growth 

■ Feed shrubs, trees, new 
hedges and fruit bushes as 
necessary 

■ Ensure pots of permanent 
plantings that were sheltered 
over the winter haven't dried 
out 

■ Begin mowing the lawn, 
making sure the mower blades 
are sharp and are set high to 
only remove the top 1-3cm on 
the first cut 

■ Fill in gaps in the border 
with annuals, herbs or cheap 
and cheerful perennials such 
as lupins 

■ Plant summer-flowering 
bulbs such as tigridias 5-8cm 
deep and 10-15cm apart in a 
sunny, well-drained position 

■ If you are doing hanging 
baskets, plant them up now so 
that the plants will have filled 
out by the time you put them 
out, but remember to keep 
them somewhere light and 
warm such as a porch or 
greenhouse, until the weather 
warms up and all danger of 
frost has passed 


’m the first to admit I’ve 
made costly mistakes in my 
garden over the years. I’ve 
planted specimens in the 
wrong place, made impulse 
buys at the garden centre of 
impractical plants which weren’t 
going to survive in the frost 
pocket where I live and bought 
pretty pots that didn’t go with 
my house or my existing 
collection. 

But now I’ve opened gardener 
Alex Mitchell’s new book, 
Gardening On A Shoestring, 
which gives budget-conscious 
gardeners some ideas on how to 
save money, all that waste is in 
the past. 

“We’ve all done it - stumped 
up on plants, tools and endless 
bits of plastic kit and then 
thrown them at the garden in the 
hope that they will miraculously 
organise themselves into 
something beautiful,” she says. 
But you don’t need all that 
clutter to be a successful 
gardener. 

Here’s a few of her tips on how 
to create a garden on a budget: 

■ Make seedy savings: Many 
plants grow easily from seed, 
including sweet peas, cosmos, 
flowering tobacco, cornflowers 
and Californian poppy. A packet 
containing around 100 seeds can 
cost you a fifth of the price of one 
plant. From mid-spring to early 
summer, just scatter them 


directly on to finely-raked 
garden soil in a sunny spot, rake 
them in and water well. 

■ Club together: If you’re 
buying online, group your 
purchases with friends to save 
on postage costs and look out for 
bargains if you order a multiple 


of one specific plant. 

■ Garden centre or car boot?: 
Don’t rule out cut-price pound 
stores and car boot sales, which 
often have good plants for much 
less. When buying plants, don’t 
buy the ones already in full 
flower. Look for those with

unopen flower buds or wait until 
the end of summer to buy shrubs 
and perennials, when garden 
centres discount their stock. 
Autumn is also a good time for 
planting. 

■ Pots for a pittance: Use your 
imagination. Upcycle old 
containers such as tins, bowls 
and colanders to give your 
garden instant character. If you 
want to go big and brazen, 
brightly coloured plastic tub 
trugs can make good flower and 
fruit containers. Alternatively, 
ask your local deli for huge 
empty tins which have held olive 
oil, or other vintage tins, taking 
off the labels and letting them 
rust naturally. Just drill holes in 
the bottom of them. 

■ Be waterwise: Instead of 
investing in an expensive 
automatic irrigation system for 
your potted plants, save your old 
one-litre plastic bottles, discard 
the lid, cut off the base of the 
bottle and push it lid end down 
into the compost beside your 
plant. When the bottle doesn’t 
fall over, it’s deep enough. Fill it 
with water and it will drip out 
gradually, direct to the plant 
roots. 

■ Thrifty Topiary: If you want 
to recreate the effect of 
topiarised box, use a different 
plant. Ilex crenata, or Japanese 
holly, looks almost the same as 
box and can be pruned in the 


Mitchell. She offers 


same way, but tends to be more 
affordable and won’t suffer from 
box blight, a disease which can 
wipe out box in a flash. 

■ Hedge your bets: If you want 
to create a hedge, take advantage 
of bare-root offers at the end of 
the planting season (which runs 
from winter to early spring). 
Good offers tend to come up 
towards the end of winter when 
nurseries are trying to get rid of 
their bare-root stock. 

■ Pave the way: If your urban 
garden has an old concrete path 
you want to renew on a 
shoestring, be warned that the 
cost of breaking it up and 
removing it may be high. If the 
concrete is sound, you can lay 
paving stones on top of it, or 
alternatively use tiles, laying 
them on a layer of mortar or a 
resin bonding adhesive.

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'COME ON, MUM, 

give me a message!' 


HEN Steve Holbrook was just 
nine years old, he had a visit 
from his granddad at 3.55am to 
tell him he was going away. 
Young Steve asked: “Where are 
you going Granddad?”, but the old man just 
told him to tell his mum. 

The next day Steve learned his granddad 
has died at 4am that morning. 

For some years, Steve didn’t think much of 
it. That is until he was 16 and he reached 
over to get a pizza in Tesco and accidentally 
touched a woman’s hand. 

Immediately, he heard a voice in his head, 
loud and clear. It was a man’s voice, saying 
he was called Michael, he had died in 
September and he wanted to wish Chloe a 
happy birthday. 

When he relayed this to the woman, she 
burst into tears - she knew exactly who he 
was talking about. Michael was a relative of 
hers who had died in September. 

This incident sparked a change in Steve as 
from that moment on he could hear voices, 
which he says are from the spirit world. 

“It got a bit ridiculous after that,” Steve 
admitted. “If I was buying a sandwich and 
the cashier put the change into my hand, 
that slight touch would trigger it. It was 
hard to deal with at first, I didn’t know how 
to switch it off. It took me nine-and-a-half 
years to learn to control it fully and now I 
can switch it on and off.” 

Steve’s first career was as a hairdresser 
and he ended up with his own salon in Leeds 
city centre. “I was so busy there, but I think 
a lot of clients were more interested in the 
messages than they were in having their 
hair done,” he laughed. “There are a lot of 


hairdressers out there, but mediums are 
more scarce.” 

For the last few years of hairdressing, the 
messages poured in for Steve. He thinks the 
sudden surge was a gentle push from the 
spirit world, telling him to make a change. 

So Steve became a spiritual medium full 
time and quickly began to sell-out shows in 
the north. 

The word spread and Steve got bookings 
all over the country. Eventually he started 
touring the UK and then the States, where he 
has performed many shows to sold-out 
auditoriums. 

So what actually happens at one of his 
shows? 

“I give an introductory speech, telling the 
audience a bit about myself and get them to 
relax,” said Steve. “Then when the voices 
start coming through -1 let the audience 
know that it’s starting. 

“I hear voices of people and I relay what 
they are saying to the audience. Then people 
tell me if they think the message might be 
for them and I just ask them to answer a few 
questions. 

“I don’t like leading people, I tell them just 
to say yes or no. It is often an emotional 
rollercoaster for the audience and for me. 
There are tears and laughter and often both. 

“It’s an exhilarating feeling for me 
knowing that these people are receiving 
messages from their loved ones.” 

Before his gift became apparent, Steve 
didn’t give much thought to the afterlife, but 
now he is 100 per cent convinced that life 
after death exists. 

“In most religions, you will hear at a 


funeral that we survive death and go onto 
heaven,” he said.” “Spiritual mediums are 
here to prove that our loved ones do survive 
beyond death. Usually, you hear these stories 
second hand, but for me it’s first hand. It is 
100 per cent genuine. It was amazing for me 
to realise that and it took me a long time to 
get used to it.” 

Once, during a show, he heard a woman’s 
voice who wanted him to relay a message to 
her son in the audience. This man 
approached him after the show to say thank 
you and to say that he was the son of Doris 
Stokes, one of the most famous mediums in 
the UK, who had died five years previously. 
“That was a real privilege,” Steve said. 

Another time, Steve had just been 
speaking to a latecomer, a young lady who he 
had ushered into the hall so that the show 
could start. His introductory speech was 
interrupted by a man from the spirit world 
called Keith, who insisted on talking to this 
lady straight away. Keith was her father and 
she had buried him at 11am that morning. 

Steve said that the people who come to his 
shows are a mixed bunch, of all ages and of 
varying levels of belief and scepticism. 

“Some people look a little worried, some 
people sit with their arms crossed with an 
air of ‘give me a message if you dare,”’ Steve 
said. “But there are lots of people who sit 
there thinking ‘come on mother, give me a 
message!’

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THE BIG INTERVIEW ? FILMGUIDEI 



As she meets Helen Mirren to talk about her latest film, Woman In Gold, 
Jeannne Craig finds out she's not as confident and self-assured as you 
might think for a woman with a long and award-winning career in acting 


rom her note-perfect performances on the 
big screen to her stylish turns on the red 
carpet, everything about Dame Helen 
Mirren oozes confidence. It comes as a 
surprise then, to learn the 69-year-old, 
who picked up an Oscar for her portrayal of 
Elizabeth II in 2006’s The Queen, doesn’t feel so 
self-assured. 

“I don’t really have confidence, honestly,” 

Mirren confesses. “And certainly when I was 
younger, I was fraught with insecurity, sometimes 
paralysingly so.” 

The notoriously fickle field of acting isn’t the 
obvious career choice for someone gripped by 
insecurity, but the star - currently appearing in 
new film Woman In Gold - believes it was the best 
move for her as a young woman. 

“I think that’s why I became an actress - you 
have to overcome that, you have to fight through it 
and come out the other side. Also, I think, as you 
get older, a lot of that anxiety just drops away. And 
it’s a lovely thing.” 

Mirren, who grew up in Leigh-on-Sea, Essex, 
turns 70 on July 26 (“it’s Mick Jagger’s birthday 
too, and the anniversary of the Cuban revolution - 
some year I’ll have to go there for it“), but she 
hasn’t given the milestone much thought. 

“Every day’s a milestone. So the fact that it’s 
this particular day, as opposed to a week’s time, is 
totally irrelevant to me. You just roll on through 
life,” says the actress. 

As for the ‘sexy’ tag which so frequently 
accompanies her name, she regards it as “such an 
easy, lazy” label. 

“We’re all so much more complicated than that,” 
she adds. “There are so many different kinds of 
attractiveness in human beings, in human 
behaviour. I would like to see that recognised more 
often.” 

Indeed, Woman In Gold is more twin sets and 
pearls than sultry looks, as Mirren plays 
eighty-something Maria Altmann, an Austrian Jew 
who was forced to bid farewell to her family and 
flee Vienna during World War II. 

Sixty years later, in the late Nineties, having 
relocated to Los Angeles, Altmann enlists the help 
of young lawyer E Randol Schoenberg (Ryan 
Reynolds) to try and retrieve the family’s 
treasured possessions seized by the Nazis. Among 
the items is painter Gustav Klimt’s prized Portrait 
of Adele Bloch-Bauer I (described in the film as 
“the Mona Lisa of Austria”), which is hanging in 
the Belvedere Gallery in the Austrian capital. 

For Altmann, who died in 2011 aged 94, the 
struggle was about more than just reclaiming a 
painting from the Viennese bureaucrats 
determined to keep the treasured piece in Austria. 

“Oh, so much more,” Mirren agrees. “Yes, it was 
worth a lot of money, but [it’s also the idea that] 

‘no, it doesn’t belong to you, it belongs to me. It’s 


what I grew up with and you have stolen it’.” 

While her character had a troubled relationship 
with her home town, London-born Mirren was 
warmly received in Vienna and was even 
presented with a medal for services to the city by 
its mayor. 

“I don’t think they were really giving it to me, 
they were giving it to Maria Altmann. The mayor 
said to me that, above all, Maria’s efforts to 
reclaim the paintings had made the city of Vienna 
face up to the past.” 

The daughter of a Russian father and an English 
mother, Mirren’s paternal Russian family, exiled 
after the 1917 Revolution, also knew what it felt 
like to leave everything behind. 

“My grandfather [a tsarist] lost everything. My 
Russian family were forced out of their home and 
had to go and to live in one room of an apartment 
in Moscow, five of them, with my grandmother 
dying of stomach cancer. It must have been 
absolutely horrendous,” she says. 

“But they were not taken away to concentration 
camps. I’m not saying there was not unbelievable 
brutality in Russia during the revolution, there 
was, but it didn’t particularly happen to my family 
in that way.” 

Mirren, whose career began as a teenager at the 
National Youth Theatre, is currently depicting the 
Queen again in The Audience on Broadway, a 
production she originally appeared in on the West 
End stage (she recently ruled out playing the 
monarch again in Netflix’s upcoming drama The 
Crown, stating, “we must all move on, and me 
most of all”). 

“Acting is the only thing I could imagine doing,” 
says Mirren, who’s been married to director 
Taylor Hackford since 1997. 

“I mean, maybe I would have been happy like 
the Queen, living on a farm, far from anywhere 
with lots of horses, dogs and children all running 
around, mucking in, getting grubby; those are the 
lines I say in the play. 

“I guess I could imagine doing that. I love 
gardening, I love the countryside, I love the British 
climate.” 

When talk turns to the thrill of the stage, 
however, it seems highly unlikely Mirren will quit 
acting any time soon. 

“There’s something very magical about an 
empty theatre,” she says. 

“I find it the most powerful, moving, incredible 
place to be. 

“I love walking out on stage before I do the show 
and looking out at the empty seats, thinking, 
‘You’re mine! All mine!”’

Chapman looking for his side’s character to prevail

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
believes that his side’s character 
has been crucial as they travel to 
Needham Market for their mam¬ 
moth Ryman North title clash.

Big Cats keen 
on taking up 
top-flight spot 

HEAD coach Robert Youngblood 
has confirmed the Essex 
Leopards would be interested in 
stepping up into the British 
Basketball League (BBL) next 
season. 

The Harlow and Brentwood- 
based Leopards clinched the 
National Basketball League this 
month, and therefore get the 
opportunity to take part in the 
top league in the country. 

But Youngblood did admit that 
there could be some conditions 
to taking the next step up. 

He said: “We would look to go 
into the BBL; that would be the 
next challenge. 

“But if we are going to do that 
then we need to start looking at 
sponsorship because it would 
cost some more money. 

“The league entrance fee is 
around £20,000, then of course 
you need to be looking at 
boosting the squad a bit to be 
able to compete in the league. 

“You may need to bring in 
some other players as well as the 
home-grown talent, so all in all 
you are looking at around £60,000 
to be able to compete. 

“It would be fantastic if we 
could do it though and to test the 
guys at the highest level.” 

The Leopards are currently 
looking to do the double after 
getting their play-off campaign 
under way with an 82-76 quarter¬ 
final victory over Bradford 
Dragons at the Brentwood 
Leisure Centre on Sunday. 

That has taken Youngblood’s 
side to the play-off finals this 
weekend at the English Institute 
of Sport in Sheffield. They will 
take on Kent Crusaders in the 
semi-final, with the winner 
facing either Derby Trailblazers 
or Manchester Magic.
